Similarly, in the secondary 
schools, through larger increments 
the salaries of the three classifica- 
tions will go from the current mini- 
mum of $4,100 for the lowest group, 
and the current maximum of $8,360 
for the highest, to a minimum of 
$4,300 and a top of $8,840, 

The totals do not include special 
allowances such as those granted 
principals and vice-principals and 
which vary according to the size 
of schools. 

These salary scales are set by 
gchool districts — that is, the muni- 
¢ipal school authorities. They. are 
reasonably uniform in al] districts 
throughout Vancouver Island for. 
elementary schools, and, in the 
secondary schools where this urban 
centre may be above rural] areas, 
are..about the same as. those set 
in Vancouver and adjacent metro- 
politan districts. 

The total salaries in all-eases 
are not paid entirely by the tax- 


school boards on wages. These 
negotiations, says the-government, 
are the business of the local boards 
and the. teachers. 

According to some knowledge- 
able trustees, this places the boards 
at a disadvantage. They contend 
that the teachers’ organization will! 
concentrate on a relatively weak, 
or inexperienced, board and make
